OPEN VOTE-TRADING 
IN SEVERAL STATES 


Both Cox and Harding | 


Will Be Knifed in Ef- 
fort to Save Favored Son 
for Governor or Senate.

New York, October 31.—The,hour 
has struck for the final “Victory 
notes” of all parties concerned in 
the big campaign; for the eleventh- 
hour trades in different’ states, 
which, if effectively carried out, 
will change a number of guberna- 

rial and senatorial contests and 
possibly a handful of electoral vot’s 
—and then the deluge. 

Certainly this election Tuesday 
promises to develop a downpour of 
ballots the like of which has never 
before been seen in an American 
political. contest and which threat- 
ens to swamp the election machin- 
ery in hundreds of i precincts 
throughout the land. If advices 
from many cities east of the Mis- 
sissippi river are borne out, all re- 
turns will be later than ever before 


and some will not be complete until 


late Wednesday. : 

Results, so far as the presidency 
are concerned, will be in relatively 
early. There will be a number of 
states in which the outcome is ex- 
tremely doubtful that will be late 
in determining their final complex- 
ion, but Senator Harding now seems 
in line for a sufficiently large ma- 
jority of states that the close ones 
will not be needed, as in the case 
of California in 1916, td asé¢ertain 
the outcome. 

In the case of a number of gov- 
ernorships, notably in Illinois and 
New York, and a number of sena- 
notably in New Hamp- 
shire, Colorado, Connecticut, Cali- 
fornia, Oregdn, Arizona, = § Idaho, 
Utah, Nevada, Missouri and Mary- 
land, the contests look sufficiently 
close to make the final outcome 
doubtful for @ longer period, and 
in some instances a formal recount 
may have to be made before the re- 
sult ig conclusively known. * 

Trading Votes. 

It is a fact that in gtates where 
there are gubernatorial and. sena- 
torial elections this year, there is 
more interest in these local affairs 
than there is in’ the presidency, 
which accounts for the fact that 
there is slashing and trading going 
on by both old parties in an effort 
to gain or hold control of these 
offices, without_-regard to the pres- 
idential contest. 

The reason is obvious. In states 
like Colorado, Nevada, Utah, Idaho, 
New Hampshire, 
the people feel that the electoral 
votes allotted them under the na- 
tional electoral gystem don't cut a 
figure in the outcome, such as the 
electoral votes givan New York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois and other big 
etates. Byt they do know that their 


Hs respective states have just as many 


: 
: 


senators each as the bigger states; 
that their voices, therefore, are just 
as loud as the senatorial voices 
from the bigger eastern states— 
and hence they have come to con- 
sider their senatorial elections the 
foremost political event. 

The general political § situation 
this year also has been such as to 
make the senatorial fight more in- 


teresting than the presidential. For 


one reason, it is vastly closer, hence 
more bitter, and has been featured 
by the participation of women in 
defferent local fights, more than 
has the presidential race. 
Curious Utah Situation. 

Take, for example, the situations 
in the following states: 

In Utah the Mormen church ele- 
ment is divided on the presidency. 
but more solidly behind Senator 
Reed Smoot for re-election. The 
Gentiles, on the other hand, are 
divided on Smoot, but, because of 
the league issue, not nearly so di- 
vided on Cox. It would not take 
many votes to reverse the whole 
outiook in that state. 

In Nevada, which might be ex- 
pected to go democratic, Senator 
Henderson, democrat, has a hard 
fight on his hands for re-election. 
Reports in Sunday from Carson 
City declare démocrats are sacri- 
ficing the national ticket for Hen- 
derson, which may change the out- 
look there and add three more elec- 
toral votes to Harding’s total.

Held for MacSwiney. 


Cork, October 31.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—In the presence of 
church dignitaries, scores of his 
former comrade _ volunteers and 
thousands of his countrymen the 
body of Terence MacSwiney, lord 
mayor of Cork, was lowered to its 
resting place in the “Republican 
plot” in St. Finbarr’s cemetery, just 
outside Cork, this afternoon. 

Despite the splendor lent the 
scene by the attendance of the high 
churchmen, there was a simplicity 
marking the ceremonies that was 
impressive: 

Outside the cemetery, hid@en by 
the enormous crush of townspeople, 
two armored cars, their machine 
Suns ready, and a half dozen lorries 
filled with soldiers was drawn up 
at the roadside, imparting a sinister 
air to the otherwise solemn proceed- 
ings. But during the transfer of 
the body from the city hall through 


streets lined” with trowds to Sst. 


Mary’s cathedral and during the 
procession from the cathedral to the 
cemetery, there was not an incident 
of violence or ‘disturbance. 

Whole Country Paid Tribute. 

The city of Cork and the -whole 
countryside paid tribute to the 
memory of their “newest martyr.” 
The body was ‘buried beside that of 
Former Lord Mayor MacCurtain, 
who was assassinated. A few yards 
away are the graves of Joseph Mur- 
phy, adorned with an American 
flag, and two other Irish republican 
soldiers. Murphy, like MacSwiney, 
died a hunger striker. 

Archbishop Harty, of Cashel, oc- 
cupied the throne in presiding over 
the solemn requiem mass in St. 
Mary's cathedralh. Monsignor Cal- 
laghan, bishop of Cork, was the 
celebrant. The clergy assisting 
included Archbishops Clune of 
Perth, Australia, and Barry, of Ho- 
bart, Tasmania, and Bishop Brown, 
of Clyne, O’Sullivan of Kerry, Fu- 
ley of Ballarat, Australia, and Fo- 
garty of Killaloe. The coffin, over 
which was draped the Irish repub- 
lican flag, rested on a catafalque 
covered with a pall and with a 
skull and crossbones on either side, 
such as ig used at the obsequies of 
high churchmen. . 

The cathedral was filled and 
thousands of persons were massed 
in the adjacent streets. 

Great Fuaneral Procession. 

The transfer pf the casket from 
the city hall was without incident. 
Two armored cars and five lorries 
in the background 
as the cortege moved to the church 

The two-mile route of the proces- 
sion from the cathedral to the cem- 
etery was solidly flanked by thou- 
sands of persons who bared their 
heads as the flag-draped casket, 
borne on the shoulders of the may- 
or’s brothers and intimate friends, 
passed. 

When the services at-the cathe- 
dral ended ari the procession, 
formed under the supervision of the 
Irish Volunteers, moved off slow- 
ly, the cathedral bell began tolling. 
This was immediately echoed by the 
bells of the other clurches in the 
city. John Peter $$MacSwiney, 
brother of the dead lord mayor, 
acted as chief coffin bearer. Father 
Dominic, #facSwiney’s private chap- 
lain, and Arthur Griffith, vice pres- 
ident of the “Irish Republic,” came 
immediately behind him. One hun- 
dred and eighty priests headed the 
procession. They were followed 
by acolytes and high church dig- 
nitaries, Then came two flower- 
burdened hearses, a company of vol- 
unteers dressed in citizens’ clothes 
and twenty-five carriages with 
women mourners, . 

Americans Send Wreaths. 

Volunteers, each of them carry- 
ing floral pieces, formed an outer 
column on each side of the proces- 
sion. A cordon of volurteers held 
back the solid lines of bareheaded 
spectators who overfan the side- 


walks. A number of wreaths sent 
by Americans were noticeable 
among the floral pieces in the 
hedrses. 

As the clergy were filing away 
from the graveside after the body 
had be lowered, six men who were 
admitted within the circle formed 
by the volunteers, too posiitons

GENERAL E. ML LAW 


He Was Ranking Officer of 
the Army of the Con- 
- federacy. 


Barthow, Fla., October 31.—Major 
General, E. M. Law,. ranking sur- 
viving officer of the army.of the 
Confederate States ‘of America, died 
her today after a week's illness. 

General Law, who was 8&4 years 
old, suffered a stroke of paralysis 
last Sunday and ‘had been uncon- 
scious since Tuesday. He is sur- 
vived by three sons and one daugh- 
ter. His wife died last July. Funer- 
al arrangements will be announced 
Monday. . 


Sketch of General Law. 

Evander Mclver Law, schoolmas- 
ter, soldier and editor, was born in 
Darlington, S. C., in 1886. He grad- 
uated from the South Carolina Mil- 
itary academy in 1856, and began 
teaching .at Kjngs Mountain mili- 
tary school at York, S. C., ‘the next 
year, remaining there until he 
moved to Tuskegee, Ala. in 1860, 
to establish a military school. 

Upon the secessidt of Florida in 
January, 1861, General Law aban- 
doned his plans and led a company 
of Alabama volunteers to aid the 
Floridians, assisting in the capture 
of Pensacola and the forts at that 
plece. He remained in Florida two 
months, going into the confederate 
army: as leiutenant colonel of the 
Fourth Alabama regiment when 
the states organized. ~His first post 
was an assignment at Harper’s Fer- 
ry, but he shortly returned to Vir- 
ginia and.was wounded at the first 
battle of Manassas. He attended 
the rank of colonel during the pen- 
insula campaign, and after the bat- 
tle of Seven Pines was elevated to 
the rank of senior colonel of his 
brigade, leading his command with 
signal gallantry through the seven 
days’ battle from Gaines ill to 
Malvern Hill. 

In Many Battles. : 


Genéral Law commanded his bri- 
fade in 1862, going through tne 
Second battle of Manassas and the 
battles of Boonesboro ahd Antie- 
tam, and emerging a brigadier gen- 
eral in October, in time for the 
battle of Fredericksburg. 

Under Longstreet, in the Suffolk 
campaign the next year, and at Get- 
tysburg, when, upon the woundin - 
of General Hood, he succeeded to 
the command of the. division, he 
was signally successful, having 
been breveted on the field at Get- 
tysburg by Genera! Longstreet for 
maneuvering’ his division -on the 
Round Tops in such a manner as 
to effect the disastrous 
Kilpatrick's division of mounted 
federal troops. |

i Dayton, Ohio, October 31.—Gov- 
ernor Cox spent today quietly rest- 
ing at Trails End, his home near 
here, for the final speech:of his 
campaign at Toledo: tomorrow 
night. Members of his family were 
with him most of the day, but late 
in the afternoon he tramped alone 
through the forest. His only politi- 
cal conference, he said, was a brief 
long distance talk with Chairman 
White at New York. 

In a, statement tonight the gov- 
ernor asserted that the election of 
Senator Harding meant that the 
peace treaty would not be submit- 
ted to the senate for ratification, 
which, he added, would result in 
“controversy and confusion.” His 
visits to thirty-six states, the gzov- 
ernor declared, convinced him tat 
the sentiment of the country fa- 
vored America’s entrance into the 
league, 

Events of Campaign Clear. 

“The -events of. the campaign are 


his statement, “that the voter who 
is conscientious rather than prej- 
udiced, senses the difference be- 
tween an election result. which 
means the certain achievement of 
the nation’s hopes, on the one hand, 
and continued uncertainty and con- 
fusion on the other. 

“T am in favor of going into the 
league; Senator Harding is in favor 
of staying out. I am concerned 
about clarification; he is concerned 
about rejection. These are the out- 
standing words of the campaign. 

“Senator Harding says he will not 
submit the treaty of peace to the 
senate as it is, but that he will 
change it. Since the president is 
without the right to make any al- 
teration, this means that he will 
not submit it at all.

Mrs. McLendon Declares 
Women Have Right to 
Ballot Tuesday, Despite 
Fact No Provision Has 
Been Made for Them. 


Despite the fact,that no provi- 
sion has been made in this state 
for women “te vote in the national 
election tomorrow under the nine- 
teenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion, Mrs. Mary L. McLendon, one 
of-the pioneer suffragists of Geor- 
gia,, is advising them to “just go 
to the polls and vote.” 

Mrs. McLendon, who is president 
of the Georgia Woman's Suffrage 
association, organized in 1890, and 
one of the’ most prominent equal 
suffrage Hrorkers of the south, ex- 
plained in a formal statement’ which 
she furnished The Constitution Sun- 
day that she has done her best to 
find some official way by which the 
women might exercise their rights 
according. to the federal constitu- 
tion, but added that all her efforts 
had been in vain. 

“Just go to the polls and vote,” 
she says in her statement. “I have 
conferred with Attorney General R. 
A. Denny, and ina few concise words 
he told me: ‘The laws concerning

A hurried telephone call to the 
county jail and police department 
brought reinforcements and a drag- 
net was quickly spread about the 
locality, but only two other sus- 
pects were thereafter arrested dur- 
ing Sunday.

Theories About Outbreak. 


The burning of the Mcl.emore gin 
followed a Saturday night of ma- 
rauding in which two negroes were 
killed, two cotton gins, four houses, 
eight barns, ten bales of cotton, 
two tons of cotton seed and forty 
bushels of crushed corn were burr- 
ed. Sheriff John L. Seoggin and 
a posse of county deputies and po- 
licemen arrested twenty negroes 
early Sunday morning, all but six 
béing released. 

Two theories have been advanced 
as to the cause of the outbreak, 
one is that white men seeking to 
put a stop to cotton ginning in- 
duced a band of nexroes to destroy 
the gins and that when their activ- 
ities beran the band entered into a 
wholesale raid of the section near 
Robinson's cross roads. whic is 
twenty miles from Montgomery. 
Another theory.is that the raids 
started from a drunken frolic. The 
first of the two is believed by the 
officers to be the most logical. 

One of the negroes who was kill- 
ed was shot by Sheriff Scoggin 
after he had dodged a load of buck- 
shot fired from a double-barrelled 
shotgun by the negro. With a bul- 
let in his forehead. the negro ran 
across a cotton field and was shet 
six times in the back by members 
of the posse,

Senator Says Tuesday’s 
Election Will Turn on 
Paris League of Nations 
and a Constructive. Do- 
mestic Policy. 


HE DECLARES COUNTRY 
AGAINST THE LEAGUE 


And Says Republican Par- 
ty Has Accepted Coun- 
try’s Verdict—Plea Is 
Made for Election: of Re- 
publican Senate. 


Marion, Ohio, October 31.—In a 
final campaign statement - tonight 
to the American people,. Senator 
Harding declared Tuesday’s election 
would turn on two clearly-drawn 
issues—the Paris league of nations 
and.a constructive domestic policy. 
The league issue as presented by 
the democrats, said the republican 
numinee, could be summed up sim- 
ply in this question: 

“Shall we enter the Paris league 
of nations, assuming among other 
obligations the obligation of Ar- 
ticle 10?’ 

To this query, he said, the demo- 
crats answered “yes,” and the re- 
publicans answered “no.” 

The republican candidate assert-. 
ed also that the country already 
had answered “no,” and that in 
consequence the democrats had 
sought to “‘deceive” the people as 
to the real nature of the league 
issue by making it appear that the

UNGUARDED TRACK 
IS SCENE OF CRASH 


No Watchman on Duty at} 


Crossing on Sunday. 
Approach to the Track 
Makes View of Right-of- 
Way Hard to Obtain. 


Fourteen people were injured, | 
three of them from Atlanta, Sun- 
day morning at Marietta when the 
N., C. & St. L. southbound passenger 
crashed into the Asworth autobus 
at Kennesaw avenue crossing. 

Of the Atlantans who were vic- 
tims of the crash, Rev. J. J. Crowe, 
of 32 McDaniel street, was reported 
to be the most seriously injured. 
His skull was said to be fractured, 
necessitating an operation. The 
blow received in the accident ren-| 
dered him unconscious, At alate 
hour Sunday night he had recov- 
ered consciousness, but his condition 


was. serious, 
The- minister is pastor of the 


Stewart Avenue Baptist church. He 
is married and has five children. 
At the time'of the accident he was 
on his way to pay a call to a church 
near Marietta. i 
| yee C, Cox, of 72 Berne street, re- 
ceived an ugly gash on the head. 
He was en route to attend the fu- 
neral of'a brother-in-law, at Ac- 
worth. Mr. Cox is employed as an 
electrical, engineer at the Kimball 
house. He is 43 years old, and has 
a wife and four children. 

Mrs. W. A. Hall, whose address 
in Atlanta could not be learned, 
suffered severe lacerations and 


bruises. 

All of the injured were removed 
to the Noland sanitarium in Mariet- 
ta, whereit is said they wil! recover. 

The engineer had evidently seen 
the bus several yards’ before reach- 
ng the crossing, and had slowed 
down, as the engine stopped about 
thirty yards after passing the cross- 
ing. The bus was carried 10 feet 
or more after it was struck, and 
was badly wrecked, the passengers 
being violently thrown against the 
glass windows, and some of them 
out of the car. 

No watchman is stationed at the 
crossing on Sundays. Eye-wittnesses 
say that a Mr. Dickerson, who lives 
near Marietta, was standing near 
the crossing when the accident oc- 
curred, and waved to the driver to 
stop, but his signals were misun- 
dérstood or ignored. The front of 
the bus had cleared the track, and 
the driver was not injured.

Physicians think all the injured 
will recover, although one of the 
babies and two other grown people 
are dangerously hurt. Ambulances, 
doctors and nurses were on the 
scene.a few minutes after the acci- 
dent, and medical attention was 
given immediately. 

The Kennesaw avenue crossing is 
considered a dangerous crossing, as 
trains cannot be seen until the 
crossing is mounted, on account of 
box cars standing on the side tracks 
and a high. hedge on the south side.

“Information received’ from the 
several federal reserve districts 
brings evidence of further reces- 
sions in building activity for the 
country taken as a whole.

COLE ANSWERS MARTIN 


Declares Public Shiould Know 
All the Facts. 


D, C. Cole, a prominent republi- 
can, who was attacked by John W. 
Martin, G. O.. P: candidate in the

the basement of the Big Bethel church on 
Auubrn avenue. Verification of this as 
as already published can be easily obtained 
from the minutes:of the said convention of 
the fifth. district and from The Atlanta 
Independent (negro) of April 3, 1920, and 
Martin’s interview in The Atlanta Georgian 
of March 30; so I am surprised to read 
his repudiation of his political bedfellows.

Earnings of the banks came 
largely from interest and discount, 
Mir .\¥illiams said, although a to- 
tal of $97,000,000 was obtained from 
exchange and coliection charges and 
other miscellaneous sources. 

Lasses charged off by the banks 
were disti.puted as follows: 

Thirty-one million two hundred 
thousand on Joans and discounts: 
$61.700,000 on bonds and other 8e- 


curities, and $21,000,000 on miscel- | 
laneous losses. : 

The banks paid interest to de- 
positors aggregating $287,600,000, 
their reports showed. Their taxes 
amounted to $79,400,000. 

During the last fiseal year 361 
charters were granted for new na- 
tional banks, with q@apital of $31,- 
(77.500, and 608 national banks have 
increased their capital a. total of 
$104,618,100. The net increase of

The governor, with his party, ar-| 
rived here early today from Chi- 
cago, where he virtually completed 
his campaign, speaking on Satur- 
day with several addresses to thou- 
sands of voters.

When Governor Cox returns home 
from Toledo election morning “he 
will have traveled in his campaign 
a total of 21,962 miles, according 
to an unofficial count—a record, it 
is believed, for any presidential 
candidate. During his travels, which 
have been virtually continuous 
since his notification on August 7, 
Governor Cox made 394 addresses, 
including innumerable other brief 
talks, greetings and receptions.

“The negro boy and girl should 
be taken in hand and made decent 
and useful and taught good man- 
ners,” he said. “In the institute 
we have now enrolled 85 boarding 
students at the rate of $5.75. per 
month and we are greatly in need 
of more room for boys. There is a 
great demand among the humbler 
classes of the colored race in every 
part of the south for entrance into 
our school to learn some trade. In 
many instances it is necessary that 
they werk for their board.” 

Commenting further on the finan- 
cial situation in the institut¢, Stin- 
son said 65 per cent of the collec- 
tions for 1919 were given by white 
friends who are interested in help- 
ing make the negro masses useful. 
He made an urgent appeal for help 
in paying off $3,500 in past-due pur- 
chase money notes and for enlarge- 
ment of*the school. He was loud 
in his praise of prominent and 
friendly white men.

ELEVEN NEGROES 
ESCAPE FROM JAIL 
AT FITZGERALD 


Fitzgerald, Ga., October 31.—(Spe- 
cial. )—Eleven negroes awaiting 
trial in Bem Hill county jail cele- 
brated Halloween in the only gen- 
eral jail delivery the county has 
ever: experienced. They escaped 
about 2 o’clock this morning and 


only one had been récaptured to- 
night. 

According to Tom Turner, recap- 
tured, the plot to escape was en- 
gineered by Tom Horne, charged 
with assault with Intent to murder, 
and Daniel Davis, charged with as- 
sault with intent to rape. One or 
both of them filed out a key to 
fit the individual cell doors. Horne, 
who was a trusty, released Daniels 
from his cage during’ the day and 
Daniels concealed himself by climb- 
ing on'top of his cage. He-then 
turned out his fellow prisoners 
about 2 o’clock this morning. They 
made their escape from the jail by 
breaking a small padlock on the 
door leading to the coal bin and 
crawling out of the coal chute. 

So quietly was the escape effect- 
ed that Sheriff E. P. Dorminey had 
no inkling of it until he went into 
the cell corridor at breakfast time.
